The increase ia (he price of milk which is. faking' place in 


many places in New England has been attracting attention for 
some time, and to many it seems strange that the price 'of this 
commodity should advance at this time of (lie year, when (lie 
cows are being turned out to pasture and (lie cost of their 
maintenance for Hie next few months will be considerably 
less than at other times of (he year. Most farmers who sell 
milk feed more or less grain even in the Slimmer, but it cannot 
be reasonably claimed that it costs as much to keep cows 
through' the summer as it does lo.keep them in the months 
when there is no pasturage. 


In some sections the milk price, question has developed, a 


newspaper discussion in which, fanners and others are airing' 
their views with vigor, -and in s'ohie cases with vehemence. 
The farmers are charged by their critics with many shorlcom- 
ings, laziness being included .in-. the-Jist, and some of (hem 
come back with statements and explaViations which show that 
the farmer does not occupy a bed of roses, but has (o work 


. hard for all he gets and figure closely to get anything resem- 


bling a profit. 


And in this discussion one very interesting fact is brougb.,1 


out. 
For years the farmers have- been charged with lack of 


melhod in Iheir business.' arid with not knowing Hie cost -of 
their products. They have beeiv 'assured 'by speakers and 
writers that to succeed they must, adopt business methods, 
and, according to one of the. wrilers in the discussion men- 
tioned, this is just what they. have been doing, and it is this 
which has resulled in the farmers' demand for better prices. 
They have found out what their products cost and they realize 
that they must sell for something more than bare cost if they 
are to live and make both ends meet.

could men today produce nnything so 
simple, comprehensive, essential,

free from ceremonial elements. These 
commandments cannot be accounted 
for on natural grounds. The Israelites 
themsrlvcMs though L that even Moses 
could not hfivo produced them. They 
come to us then with a divine author- 
ity—the authority of history and of in- 
ward r on scienco. 
To obey them Is 


therefore to walk In the path of good. 
To cll.Hobcy is to Incur not the arbitrary 
penalty of fJorl. but that penalty which 
follows the infringement of the moral 
and religious laws of God's universe, 
laws which operate as unerringly as 
physical laws.
